China,Vietnam Agree 
to Hold Peace Talks 


TOKYO The ”Chinese 
government “proposed ” Monday 
that the Vietnamese government 
open peace talks. with it on March 
28 to restore normal relations after 
their four=week border war. 

Chinas official news agency， 
Xinhua (Hsinhua)，said the Chi- 
nese Eoreign Ministry sent a note 
to the Vietnamese Foreign Minis- 
try，Pproposing that vice foreign 
ministers from both countries 
meet in Hanoi and then in Beijing 
(Peking). 

The note said that the Chinese 
government was prepared to send 
Vice Foreign Minister Han Nian- 
long (Han Nien-lung) to 了 anoi for 
thefirstround of talks to show the 
“sincere desire of the Chinese.” 

REACTIONS 

There was no early reaction to 
the proposal from Hanoi. Vietmnam 
had proposed last Saturday that 
talks begin in Hanoi next Friday- 
It had said earlier that negotia- 
tions could begin one week after 
all Chinese troops had left Viet- 
naImnese terTitOry. 

Hanois proposal came two days 
after Chinas Chairman Hua 
Guofeng (Hua Kuo-feng) an- 
nounced that his government had 
completed withdrawing its troops 
from Vietnam,， Chinese troops

Sewing Firm 
Operators 
Convicted 


SAN `、FRANCISCO The 
former operators of a sewing 
factory in the Mission district were 
recently convicted of failure to 
pay employees. For four months， 
41 workers，almost all of them 
Chinese speaking，were not paid 
more than $20,000 in wages， 

Joseph Hall, who once operated 
Joes Sewing at 1875 Mission 
Street，served:two days in county 
jail last weekend after pleading 
guilty to three counts of misde- 
meanor，The rest of Halls six 
month sentence was Suspended on 

,condition that he pay the workers， 
LUHis partner，Marie Hall，has also 
been ordered to compensate the 
WoOrkers. 

Wayne Lew，an assistant dis- 
trict -attorney in the consumer 
fraud unit;， prosecuted the case. 
He said that Hall was one of the 
first employers in San Erancisco to 
be imprisoned for labor code 
violations. ,Lew saidqd that 
imprisonment deters such crimes 
and that he hoped .that other 
employers would learn froms this 
case that they could not exploit 
non-English speaking workers. 

VIOLATIONS 

Halls case was only the second 
of its type filed by the consumer 
fraud unit in the past year，but 
Lew said that violations like Halis 
occur mueh more often than is 
reported to the authorities. 

In sewing shops，he said，there 
are rmany people who do not speak 
English and who are afraidq of los- 
ing their jobs. They are afraid that 
taking action would mean the 


closure of the shop where they 
work, he said. Often they distrust 
the authorities and are afraid of 
being called to court as Witnesses， 
he said. 

Lew urged anyone sufferng 
from “this sort of injustice” to 
contact the consumer fraud unit of 
the district attorneys office (553- 
1814)， 开 the crimes are not 
reported immediateljy，he said，a 
person might work for two to five 
months without pay. 

In Halls case，workers found in 
November 1977 that they _ could 
not cash their paychecks because 
of insufficient funds. They contin- 
ued to work without pay till 
February 1978 when the factory 
closed,，Hall was not formally 
charged with the labor code viola- 
tions until the following August. 口 
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The Refugee Problem 


Remains Unsolved 


Although there were conflicting reports on the 
actual date when Chinese troops pulled out of 
Vietnam，there was general agreement that China 
was not interested in a Drolonged battle with 
Vietnam. We look forward for the day when deputy 
foreign ministers from both nations sit down and talk， 

When the war first broke out a month ago，the 
world media linked China's action with Vietnam s 
invasion into Cambodia. Even when the Chinese 
ambassador Chen Chu in the United Nations kept on 
saying that China was interested in a peaceful and 
secure border and would not consider the withdrawal 
of Vietnamese troops from Cambodia a condition for 
the withdrawal of Chinese troops, no one seemed to 
listen 

We hope that the withdrawal of Chinese troops 
and talks between the two sides will help focus world 
attention again on the problems of Vietnamese 
refugees. It should be obvious that the refugee 
problem is a direct result of the deteriorating situation 
between China and Vietnam. There are still refugee 
boats floating on the high seas，waiting to gain entIy 
into Southeast Asian countries, or about to leave from 
Vietnamese ports.， We should not forget their

There is a direct connection 
between the raw emotional Power 
of The China Syndrome "and the 
fact that companies in the nuclear 
industry have been sufftering lately 
in the stock market. People in this 
country (and in Western 了 urope) 
are vulnerable to disaster scenarios
